The two labor leaders of the Amal-

Then came the cordial hand-shaking 
and all was well. Having thus re- 
joined hands and hearts -with our 
employees and their wives, I felt that 
a great weight had been effectually 
lifted, but I had had a terrible ex- 
perience although thousands of,miles 
from the scene. 


An 
Incident flowing from 
the 
Homestead trouble is told 
by my 
friends. Professor John C. Van Dyke, 
of Rutgers College. 


"In the Spring of 1900. I went up 


from Guaymas, on the Gulf of. Cali- 
fornia, to the ranch of a friend at 
La Noria Verde, thinking to have a 
week's sh'ootingr in the mountains of 
Sonora- The ranch wasi far enough 
removed from civilization, and I had 
expected meeting; there only a faw 
Mexicans and many Yaqt?! Indians, 
hut much to my surprise I found an 
Knglish-sneakinjj? man, who proved1 
to be an.American. I did not have 
long to wait, in 
order to find 
out 
what brought him there, for he was 
very loneaome and disposed to talk. 
His name was McLuckie, and up "to 
1892 
He had been a skilled mechanic 


In the employ of the Carnegie Steel 
Works at Homestead. He was what 
was called a 'top hand.' 
received 
large wages, was married, 
and at 


that time had a home and consid- 
erable property. In addition, he had 
been honored by his fellow-towns- 
men and had been made a burgo- 
master of Homestead. 
"When the strike of 1S92 came Mc- 
Luckie naturally 
sided 
with 
the 
strikers, and 
in his capacity 
as 
burgomaster Rave the order to arrest 
the JPinkerton detectives 
who had 
come to Homestead by steamer to 
protect the 
works 
and 
preserve 
order. 
He believed he 
waa 
fully, 


justified in doing this. 
As he ex- 
plained It to me, the detectives were 
an armed force invading his baili- 
wick, and he had a right to arrest 
and disarm them. Tha order led to 
bloodshed, and th« conflict itfas be- 
gun In real earntft. 
"The *tory ot ln« strike is, of 
eours*. well 
known 
to all. 
The 
strikers were finally defeated. As 
for McLuckie, he was indicted 
for 
murder, riot, treason, and I 
Know 
not what other offenses. 
He 
was 
compelled to flea from the State, was 
wounded, starved, pursued by the of-» 
fleers of the law, and obliged to 


go into hiding until the Btorrn blew 
over. 
Then he found that he was 
blacklisted by all the steel men in 
the United States and could not get 
employment anywhere. 
His money 
was gone, and, as a. final blow, his 
wife died and his.home was broken 
up. After many vicissitudes he re- 
solved to go to Mexico, and at the 
time I met him he was trying to get 
employment in. the mines about fif- 
teen miles from 
La Nbrla Verde. 
But he was too good a mechanic for 
the Mexicans, who required in min- 
ing the cheapest kind of unskilled 
peon labor. 
Ho could get nothing 
to do and had no money. He was 
literally down to his last 
copper. 
Naturally, as he told the story of 
his misfortunes, I felt very sorry for 
him, 
especially as he was a most in- 
telligent person and did no unneces- 
sary whining about his troubles. 
"I do not think I told him at tn» 
time that I knew Mr. Carnegie and 
had been with him at Cluny in Scot- 
land shortly after the 
Homestead 
strike, nor that I knew 
from Mr. 


Carnegie the otfier side of the story. 
But McLuckie was rather careful not' 
to blame Mr. Carnegie, saying to me 
several times that if 'Andy' had been 
there the trouble would never.havs 
arisen. 
He seemed .to think "the 
boys" could get on very well with 
"Andy;" but not so well with gome 
of his partners. 


"I was at .the ranch for a ^r*«k 


and saw a good deal of McLuckie in 
the evenings. When I left there, I 
went directly to Tucson, Arizona, and 
from ther«p I had occasion to write 
to. Mr. Carnegie, and in the letter I 
told him about meeting with Mc- 
•Luckie. 
I added that I felt very 


sorry for the man and thought he 
had been treated rather badly. Mr. 
Carnegie answered at once, and on 
the margin of the letter wrote in 
lead pencil: 'Give McLuckie all the 
money he wants, but don't mention 
my name.' I wrote to, McLuckie im- 
mediately, offering him what money 
he needed, mentioning no sum, but 
giving him to understand that it 
-would be sufficient to put him on 
his feet again. 
He declined it. He 


said he would fight It out and make 
his own way, which was the right- 
enough American spirit. I could not* 
help but admire it in him. 
"As I remember now, I spoke about 


him later to a friend. 
Mr. J. A. 


Naugle, the general manager of the 
Sonora railway. 
At any rate, Mc- 


Luckis got a joB with the railway at 
driving wells, and "made a great suc- 
cess of it. A year later, or perhaps 
it was in the autumn of the same 
year, I again met him at Guaymas, 
where he was superintending some 
repairs on his machinery at the rail- 
way shops. He was much changed 
for the better, seemed happy, and to 
add to his contentment, had taken 
unto himself a Mexican wrfe. And 
now that his sky was cleared, 1 was 
anxious to tell him the truth about 
tny offer that he might not think 
unjustly ot-those who had been com- 


pelled to fight him. So before I left 
him, 
I said: 


"• 'McLuckie. I want you to know 


now that the money I offered you 
was not mine. 
That was Andrew 
Carnegie's money. It was his offer, 
made through me.' 


McLuckie was fairly stunned, and 


all he could say was: 
" 'Well, that wa.s damned white of 
Andy, wasn't it?'"

of McLuckie's as a passport to Par- 
adise than all the theological dog- 
mas invented by man., I knew Mc- 
Luckie well as a good fellow. Jt 
was said his property in Homestead 
was worth thirty thousand dollars.

Grelet leturned to Oomoa in the 


whaleboat, but I remained in Hana- 
vave for the 
fishing 
Mv presence 


had stimulated the waning interest 
of the few remaining llarquesans, 
and the handful of young men and 
women went with me often to the 
sea outside the Bay ot Vugms, where 
we lay ID the blazing sunshine hav- 
ing great sport with spear or hook 
and line. 


We speared a dozen kinds of fish, 


specially the cuttlefish q,nd sunfibh. 
the latter more for fufi and practice 
than food. 
They are huge masses, 


these pig-like, tailless clowns among 
the graceful families of the'ocean. 
with their imall mouths and clumsv- 
looMng bodies, but they made a fine 
target at which to launch harpoon 
or spear from the dancing bow of a 
canoe. 
Keeping- one's balance is the 


finest art of the Marquesan fisher- 
man, and he will stand hrm while 
the boat 4-ihes and falls, rolls and 
pitches, his body swaying and bal- 
ancing with the nice adjustment that 
is second nature to him 
It is an art 


that should be learned in childhood 
Many were the splashes into the salt 
sea that fell to my lot as I practiced 
it. one moment standing alert with 
poised spear in the sunlight, the next 
overwhelmed with the green water, 
and striking out on the surface again 
amid 
the 
Joyous 
unridiculing 


laughter of mv meny companions 


Wearying of the bpear, we trolled 


for swordlish with hook and line, or 
us,cd the baltless hook to entice the 
sportful albicoie, or dolphin, whose 
cuivmg black bodies splashed the 
sea about Ub 
A piece of mothei -of- 


pearl about s,iv inche-s long and threo- 
quiuters of an ich wide was the lure 
for him. 
Carefullv cut and polished 


to resemble the body of a [Jsh thoie 
was attiiclled to it on the concave 
.side a b irb of shell or bone about an 
inch or an inch and a half m length, 
fas,teneJ- bv faufee fiber, with a few 
hog's, bristles msei ted 
The line was

ple delighting In nil forms of exer- 
rlss nnd prowess an<) needing tho 
fish to tupplement a scanty diet. Vor 
many weeks before I eame, they

were so few natives that the trees 
supplied them all with enough to 
cat, and the melancholy Marquesau

There is a Polynesian word that 
means "hungry for fish " and today 
it is only when this word rises to 
their tongues 01 thoughts that they 
go eagerly to the hea or to the tooth- 
like base of the clilfs 


Often we took large quantities ot 


li»h among these caves and rocks bv 
capturing them in bags, fismg a 
wooden fan ns :i weapon 
The sport 


called foi 
;i cool head, marvelous 


lungs and skill. 
It was extremely 


dangerous, 
aa 
the 
bharks 
were 


numerous where nsh were plentiful, 
and the angler must needs be under 
the water, in the shark's own do- 
main. 


The best hand ancl head for this 


sport in all Hanavave was a girl 
Kikaaki, a name which means Miss 
Impossibility 
Sho was not hand- 


some, save with the beauty of youth 
and .abounding health, but her wide 
mouth ancl blight eyes weio intelli- 
gent and laughter-loving 


Starting eaily in the morning, we 


would go to the fcdge of the bav. 
where the coral rises from the ocean 
floor in fantastic .shapes and builds 
strange grottoes and cells at the feet 
of the basalt rocks 
While I held 


the canoe. Miss Impossibility would 
remove her shapeless calico wrap- 
per, and nttircd only in scarlet pareu. 
her hair piled high on her head and 
fed with the white filet of the cocoa-" 
nut palm, she would go overboard in 
one curving dive, a dozen feet or 
moro beneath the sea. 


When the-water was quiet and 


Shi flowed hv the cliffs 
7 muM spp 


her through its green translucence, 
swimming to the coral lairs of the 
fish that gleamed in the reflected, 
penetrating rnn'tght 
Walking o". 


the sandv bottom, a hand 
net at 


straw in one hand and a stick shaped 
like a fnn in the other, she would 
cover a crevice with the net and with 
the fan urge the fish into It 


Foolish as was their conduct, the 


fish appeared to be deceived by the 
hire, or made helpless hv fear, for 
they streamed into the receptacle as 
Miss Impossibility beat the water or 
the coral 
She would have seemed 


to mo^we!! named had I never seen 
her at the sport 
She would usually stay beneath 
the water a couple of minutes, rising 
with her catch to rest for n moment 
or two with her hand on th* Mjte of 
th* froat, breathing deeply before «he 
went down again, 
loosing sight of 
fee* among the unitef-wal** 


one day, I -waited for what seemed 
an eternity. I cannot say how long 
she was gone, for as the time length- 
ened seconds became minutes anil 
hours, while I was torn between div- 
ing- after her and remaining ready 
for emergency in the boat.

at last she came to the surface sho 
was nearly dead with 
exhaustion, 


and I had to lift her into the canoe. 
She s>aid her hair had been caught 
m the branching coral, ajid that sho 
had been baicly able to wrench it 
free before her strength was gone. 


I went 
down with 
her several 


times, but could not master the ait 
of entrapping the fish, and was over- 
come with fear when I had entered 
one of the dark caves and heard a 
terrible- splashing nearby, as if a 
shark had struck the coral in at- 
tempting to enter my hazardous rer- 


liven Miss Impossibility had not 


the courage to face a shark: yet 
every time she dived sho risked 
meeting one. Red

The danger even to a 


m in armed with a knife was that the 
shark would obstruct exit fioin a 
cave or come upon him suddenly 
from behind.

" It happened ihat I arrived in the 
capital on Sunday, when Washing- 
ton's house is not open to, visitors, 
As I was anxious to return to Now 
York on the same day, I asked Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to allow me to visit' 
the house as a special favor. I was 
told that ali the historical monu- 
ments and buildings in the United 
States were in tho custody of a spe- 
cial Women's Society. This organi- 
. zation has large means and 'bears 
all 
the 
expenses incident to the 


maintenance of the monuments. The 
society is so independent, I was told, 
that even though President Roose- 
velt should appeal to its president in 
person, she might refuse to grant 
his request. 
I was, therefore, ad- 


vised to appeal to her directly for 
•permission to visit the ]»ouse. 
I 


•wired the lady and received.a very 
courteous reply, giving me the free- 
dom of Washington's house. 
I went 
there on board a g-overnrnent steam- 
er, and representatives of the- so- 
ciety acted as my guides. 


While sight-seeing in New York I 


was struck by the appearance of the 
Bky-scrapers. I even ventured to go 
up in. an elevator to the top of one 
such 
monster, thirty-seven stories 


high. There was a light breeze blow- 
ing and I could feel the top room 
swaying. 


• Some, of the peculiar features of 


American life greatly amazed me.. 
Thus, for instance, I could not for 
a long time get accustomed to the 
idea that most of the waiters in the 
Jxotels and restaurants which I visited 


^ ijwere university students. Attracted 
" ^ity 
the 
high 
wages—they 
often 


amount td as much as a hundred 
dollars a month—the students cheer- 
fully enter the service of hotels and 
restaurants and earn enough during 
the summer months to keep them 
afloat during the winter. These stu- 
dents d-id not seem to ho ashamed 
of the menial duties of their occupa- 
tion. They wore the waiter's outfit, 
serjigij tho guests and removed .the 
distos from the tables, all without 
the 
slightest 
embarrassment; but 


once the meal wa.s over, they would 
chang-e their clothes, sometimes put 
on. their fraternity insignia., court the 
rirls w.ho stayed at the hotel, walk 
•with them in the park, play tennis, 
etc. 
Then when meal time came, 


. they would again put on their regu- 
. lation outfit and be metamorphosed 
into waiters. This is altogether im- 
possible in Russia. 
Our students 


•would live on ten or twenty rubles a 
'month or even- starve, rather than 


: .demean themselves by doing 
the 


•^Irork of a servant. 
This probably 


holds true of other European coun- 
tries.

P'was also shocked to see girls of 


good families, who stayed at our

fog understood that limitations of

' Ively from the necessity on Russia's 
^art to protect herself from harm, 
inaterial and otherwise. As a mat- 
tet 6f fact, however, the Russians 


• fleemed to interpret the' treaty in 
•« 'different spirit. 
In recent years,

the American citizens on the basis of

I made my return trip to Europe 


on board a German steamer which 
was even faster and more luxuri- 
ously equipped than the one which 
took me to the United States. 
The 


people of New York 
gave me 
a 


hearty farewell, and on the steamer 
the 
passengers} treated 
me 
-with 


much kindness and deference. 
In 


the first military port which we en-' 
tered a military sabite was fired in 
our honor. 


Tho following is the text of the 


letter In which Czar Nicholas in- 
formed me of his decision to honor 
me with the title of Count and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of my serv- 
ices in successfully concluding an 
honorable treaty of peace: 


"October S, 1905. 


"Count Sergey Yulyevich: 


"In my constant 
solicitude for 


Russia's 
peaceful 
prosperity, 
I 


agreed to accept the amica/ble pro- 
posal of the President "of the North 
American United States'for a meet- 
ing: of Russian and Japanese pleni- 
potentiaries for the purpose, of de- 
termining the possibility of putting 
an end to the miseries and horrors 
of a protracted war, which has al- 
ready involved so many sacrifices on 
both sides. 
My confidence has im- 


posed upon you the mission of going 
to tho United States as my first 
plenipotentiary and of entering into 
negotiations "should Japan's terms 
prove admissible, for the purpose of 
concluding peace on the basis o£ 
principles which I had elaborated 
with precision. 


"Both in the detailed discussion of 


the preliminary terms and in the 
final • drafting of the 
peace treaty 


you acquitted" yourself brilliantly of 
the task confided to your charge. 
You acted firmly and with the dig- 
nity which befits a representative of 
Russia, ajid thus you have obtained 
just 
concessions, 
having 
demon- 


strated the inadmissibility of terms 
which could offend the patriotic con- 
sciousness of the Russian people or 
injure the vital interests of our coun- 
try. 
Having duly acknowledged the 


consequences 
of 
the 
successes 


achieved by our opponent, you have, 
nevertheless, declined, according to 
my instructions, to pay. in one form 
or another, the expenses of th<T con- 
duct of the war, which was not be- 
gun by Russia, and you have only 
agreed to return to Japan the. south- 
ern part of Sakhalin, which be- 
longed to her prior to 1S7B.- Thus. 
the task of restoring peace in the 
Far East has been successfully ac- 
complished for the common good. 


"Highly valuing the 
skill 
and 


statesmanlike experience manifested 
'by you, I herewith bestow upon you 
the rank of Count of the Russian 
Empire, as a recompense for your 
high and great service to the coun- 
try. 


"I remain, 
unalterably 
well-dis- 


posed to you and sincerely thankful, 


(Signed) 
"NICHOLAS." 


At one point in my negotiations 


with' the Japanese for peace I be- 
came aware that we could obtain 
better terms it the 
peace treaty- 


were complemented with a treaty of 
alliance 
with 
Japan. 
Ve.ry cau- 


tiously I alluded to the matter and 
received an evasive answer from 
Komura. 
It was clear, however, 


that the Japanese were not averse 
to a partial alliance with us. litele- 
graphed to Count Jjamsdorff that.,in 
my opinion, the negotiations should 
be conducted with a view to a Russo- 
Japanese alliance. As the Minister's 
reply was evasive and rather hostile 
td my' suggestion, I dropped the 
matter. 
And so, when the parley 


was over, wo parted from the Jap- 
anese not as friends determined to 
support each other, but as enemies 
who 
had 
agreed to suspend 
the 


struggle for an indefinite period of 
time. 


On returning to 
Russia, T per- 


ceived why my suggestion had not 
been welcomed by the government. 
As a matter of fact, in those days 
the 
idea 
of 
revanche 
prevailed 


among a considerable number of in- 
fluential people, mostly speculators 
enriched by the war. It was preached 
by such powerful organs of the press 
as Novoo Vremya and favored by tho 
highest court circles, including tho 
Emperor. 
One of the chief agencies 


of tho revanche movement was the 
Committee on State Defense, pre- 
sided over by Grand Duke Nikolai 
Xlk"l!>fnv1rh. 
ft artija.ll;* took uridor 


consideration a numiber of measures 
Aiming at tho realization of the re- 
vanche dream. 


OPPOSING THE MILITARISTS. 


Premier Stolypin -was, of course, 


with the militarists. 
He conceived 


the. plan of building the Amur rail- 
road, so that we might have a rail- 
way which, running within Russian 
territory, - would 
be 
secure 
from 


seizure by th* Japanese. The pro- 
ject was laid before the Duma and 
wag welcomed by the notorious De- 
fense Committee' headed by Gtich- 
kov. In order to impress the Duma 
•w'.th the necessity ot the roa.<J, it vras 
told that war with Japan was im- 
minent and that it would indeed 
break out not later than 1911 or 
1912, 
at the latest. 
And so the 


Duma authorized the construction of 
this line, which will constitute a 
heavy financial burden on the Rus- 
sian people and which win in the 
end bring nothing but harm. 
Under 


the.influence of the same argument 
the Imperial Cmincfi, too. gave Its 
coni^nt. 
I vigorously opposed the 


project, pointing out that in the 
event of war the new road would 
not be any safer from seizure by 
tltff 
Japanese than the 
Rastefn- 


Chinese Railway. Besides, i argued,

Minister Del- 
casse came to St. Petersburg to de- 
vise a means whereby England might 
be held in check. 
He urged us to 


hasten the construction of the Oren- 
burg-Tashkent 
Railway.

would enable us to threaten India 
in case of emergency. 
To this WB 


agreed, and Franco in return obli- 
gated itself to assist us in floating 
a loan. 
With Ihe progress of the 
Russo-Japanese War, Deicasse por- 
eeiv«d that France could not rely 
on Russia and that, under the cir- 
cumstances, it was no longer safe 
lo have strained relations with both 
Germany and England. 
As a re- 


sult, Detcnsse inaugurated a rap- 
prochement with Great Britain. With 
Russia's knowledge he concluded'a 
treaty with Great 
Britain, which 


regulated the relations of the two 
countries in those regions where in- 
•terasts clashed.

STILL D7 THE WORLD GAME. 


Germajiy yesterday transmitted to the United 


States a new proposal for the fnlfillment of the 
reparations provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. 
to be forwarded to the Allied governments. As 
pointed ont in these colnmna yesterday, this 
course was unnecessary' and its toleration by the 
government at Washington is of doubtful pro 
priety. It is to be hoped that all the United 
States will do in this matter is to forward the 
German proposition with the simple hope that, if 
fit provides a basis for re-opening friendly conver- 
caations between the Allies and Germany, it will 
bare consideration. 


The German proposal is objectionable in one 


(essential phase. It attempts to substitute for the 


ilain intent of the Versailles agreement to have 
iparation made in money and material a scheme 


x>r reconstruction of the desolated areas by GeV- 
man workmen under, German supervision. France 
cannot reasonably be expected to welcome this 
broposal. Indeed, sne has already expressed for 
it the contempt it deserves.

TIIAJ>:E FALLS OFF. 


Compilation of the record of the foreign trade 


for the month of March has been completed by the 
Department of. Commerce and the result confirms 
the prediction that the value of the exports and 
imports for last month would reach a new low 
level for the i>eriod since JD14. 


America's foreign trade last month was $708,- 


000,000 less than in the same month last year. 
Exports for^the month were §381,000,000, as com- 
pared with §820,000,000 in March, 1920, a drop of 
5,1 percent Imports were §252,000,000, as com- 
pared with ?r>24,000.000, n drop of nearly 52 per- 
cent. This left a trade balance for the month of 
^132,000,000 as against ?2%,000,000 in March, 
1Q.20, a decline of 53.1 percent. 


Exports in March were §103,000,000 less than 


in February and the smallest for any month since 
before the World War. Imports in March on the 
other hand wore the largest since hist December, 
totaling §18,000.000 more than in February. The 
trade balance for March was the smallest since 
last September and was only slightly more than 
half as large as it was in February. 


Certainly it ib limp the government \\as gi\ing 


serious attention to the foreign trade situation 
and lo the American merchant marine problem; 
and lo the sfill larger subject of revival of the 
buying power of Europe, to which more than half 
of our exports always have gone. The close rela- 
tions between the subjects uf a Europe restored 
to a basis of peace-time production and consump- 
tion and American agencies of production run- 
ning at full capacity, with a full force of workers, 
is obvious. 


MR. JOHN P. YOUNG. 


In the passing of Mr. John F. Young death has 


removed f.rom the newspaper business and the pro- 
fession of journalism one of the most distin- 
guished figures known to the Pacific coast. Mr. 
Young was editor and managing editor of the 
Ban Francisco Chronicle, a position •which he had 
held continuously for forty-three years. He died 
yesterday, after a short illness, and his long term 
of service was unbroken except by the ordinary 
vacations. 


John P. Young became associated with the 


Chronicle in those early days in San Francisco 
when newspapers were in their swaddling clothes. 
The mature and efficient journal of today is per- 
haps to be credited to his work, his ability and his 
vision, more than to any other factor. His indus- 
try was astounding. Not only did he give -close 
attention to the numerous details attached to the 
position of editor and managing editor of a large 
newspaper, but his performances of other journal- 
istic feats were many, varied and evidence of a 
prolific erudition, tenacity of purpose, high ideal- 
ism and an unlimited capacity for work. 


Mr. Young was especially attached to two hob- 


bies-. One was the study of history, especially 
ancient history, and his own interpretation of the 
lessons there found. The other was the economic 
doctrine of a protective tariff. The latter caused 
him to be recognized as one of the leading advo- 
cates of protection in the United States. Besides 
numerous articles, brochures, etc., he wrote "The 
Growth of Modern Trusts." "Protection and Pro- 
gress," "Bimetallism and Monometallism," "Jour- 
nalism in California," and a comprehensive two- 
volume history of San Francisco. 


Journalism has lost a valiant leader and Cali- 


fornia a useful citizen. 


There is a deterioration in the manners, of the 


young people of today, declared President-Emeri- 
tus Charles W. Elliot of Harvard University. This 
is what men and women of one generation have 
been saying about the younger generation since 
the beginning of time. It is a peculiar habit of the 
human mind that in older persons the belief is 
that deterioration is the order of the day, and in 
the younger persons that progress and improve- 
ment is their contribution.

an expedition which recalls

memorable crossing of this people 
3000 years ago, the subsequent siege 
of Troy and the story of the wan- 
derings 
of 
Aeneas,

founder of the early Roman race. 


"About an hour from the sea, near 


the Dardanelles, the rums of the 
ancient city of Troy stand upon an 
eminence looking out over the plains 
where her immortal sons fell in her 
defense. At its foot the Scamanflcr 
winds to the sea," says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D C-, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society. 


"Excavations on the site have re- 


vealed nine cities, buiH one upon the 
top of the other in times pabt. The 
sixth from th& bottom of these is the 
Troy of which Homer and Virgil 
sang 
Today there stands little to 


tell of the might of the former Priam 
and Paris and the splendor which the 
beautiful Helen caused to be tumbled 
into dust 


"There is a long, low ridge ?ome 


four or five miles in length which 
ends in a promontory, where the city 
itself was located. Tho great wall 
which withstood the siego of the 
Greeks for nine years cah still be 
traced almost in its entirety. A flue 
tower, containing a large well and a 
postern gate, stands at the northeast 
corner. 


"ITive miles off the coast lies the 


little island of Tenedos where tho 
Greeks hid, awaiting tho time When 
tho wooden horse should make hia 


j way through tho city walls. Today 
the windmills of its ousy 4000 people 
whirl merrily over Its sixteen aquare 
miles of territory. 


"After the exilo had slipped away 


about 30 miles to the southeast of 
the plain of Troy and had built hJs 
Ida mountains, he set sail with h's 
little fleet under the ehadow of tho 
followers 
to 
Thrace — the 
same 


Thrace with which mighty Athens 
made an alliance in tho fifth century 
B. C,, which later fell into tho hands 
of Philip of Macedon, and which as 
a result of the World war has been 
tfdded to the territory under the suz- 
erainty of the King of Greece. Here 
he founded tho city of Enos, which 
even now commando the harbor in 
the Gulf of^'Enos a.t the mouth of 
the Maritza river. 


"Again, driven to seek a. homo the 


wanderer looked on Dplos. Though 
today this smallest Island of the Cy- 
clades 
Is desolated 
and 
m^ ruins, 


scarcely one stone upon anothW, leg- 
i ends and history which cling to it 
will always be fascinating. 
The 


waters in its one remaining fountain 
and the brilliant and unusual collec- 
tion of flowers whisper to us that 
Jupiter once fastened this floating 
bit of earth to the sea bottom with 
huge chains In order that it might 
be the birthplace of his son Apollo. 
To give credence to the story you can 
find on the island the sacred lake, 
and excavations have revealed the 
theater and the early temple of 
Apollo.

As an example of the

TRIES TO CHANGE 
PRESIDENTS VIEWS 


Although the settled purpose of 


the President to insist on his forms 
of mutual guaranty was discourag- 
ing and his declaration seemed to 
be intended to close de-bate on the 
subject, I felt that no effort should 
be spared to -persuade 
him 
to 


change bas views or at least to leave 
open an avenue for 
further con- 


sideration. Impelled by this motive 
'I gave to the President the articles 
which I had drafted and asked him 
if he would be good enough to read 
them and consider 
the principles 


on which they 
were 
based. 
The 
President with his nsual courtesy 
of manner smilingly received them. 
Whether or not he ever read them 
I cannot state positively because he 
never mentioned them to me or, to 
my knowledge, to anyone else. 
I 


believe, however, that he did read 
them and ' realized ' that they were 
wholly 
opposed 
to 
the 
theory 


which he had evolved, because from 
that time forward he seemed to as- 
sume that I was hostile to his plan 
for a League of Nations. 
I drew 


this conclusion from the fact that 
he neither asked rny advice as to 
any provision of the Covenant nor 
discussed the su'bject with me per- 
sonally. 
In many little ways he 


showed that he preferred to have 
me direct my activities as a com- 
missioner into other channels and 
to keep away from the subject of a 
league. 
The conviction 
that my 


counsel was unwelcome to Mr. "Wil- 
son was, of course, not formed at 
the time 
that 
he 
received 
the 


articles drafted by me. It only de- 
veloped after some time had elapsed, 
during which incidents took place 
that aroused 
a 
suspicion 
which 


finally became a conviction. Pos- 
sibly I was over-sensitive as to the 
President's treatment of my corn-

"You might take a squint at a cyl- 
inder to see if the carbon has ac- 
cumulated so that it needs scraping 
out. Every working part of the car 
ought to bo cleaned in the spring- 
time particularly the parts under- 
neath the car, which many a motor- 
ist forgets ever exist. 
"Adjust the carburetor to a slight- 
ly leaner mixture and be rewarded 
by a saving of gasoline.

harvest off the Alameda county shores. In addition to the fish, the 
deputy seized 1100 hundred feet of four-and-a-half-inch mesh net. 


Two weeks ago Bundock started locating under-sized bass that 


were net-caught and he commenced an investigation. Anglers 
trolling in the bay were investigated and fncked for possible nets, 
but nothing illegal was discovered. Then Bundock slept avvhile

the West Berkeley shore, but he could not get close enough to them.

Street Car Rates 


Something that everybody may not have taken 


account of is the fact that in practically every 
other city in the United States, certainly in 
every city of the size of San Francisco, the fare 
of street railroads has been increased above the 
former jitney price. That is due to an unusual 
situation. Some of the lines here are owned by 
private corporations, and some by the munici- 
pal! !y. The control of the municipally-owned 
lines would gladly enough see thG fares increased, 
but have not seen their way to take the initiative 
iu that direction. They would come in if the pri- 
vately-owned lines would take the ini dative: but 
the privately-owned lines are not inclined to de- 
mand more. It may be that one reason for this is 
a theory that the sale of these lines to the city 
will be easier with the low fares prevailing. This 
is not exactly plain, though there might be some- 
Ihiiig in the idea that the electorate will go 1o 
the polls less irritated if fares are not put up than 
if they shall have been. It is expected to bring 
the matter Of- the purchase to vote very shortly. 
In this connection it is interesting to remember 
that street railway securities, till comparatively 
recent times, were considered especialh gilt-edge.

But it was impossible at that time 
to enter into competition with Oak-, 
land, where liquor could still be 
bought. as liquor for from 5 cents 
up.

They «re 
both »ctn»ted by the Mima motive, 
desire for gain, and the difference 
is in the degree of risk willing to 
be »s»nmed. Safety of principal is 
the first consideration in sirnon-pnre 
investment and increase of princi- 
pal is the first consideration in 
simon-pure speculation.

science: whereas speculation is an 
art. 
As a science, investment can 


be reduced to definition, codes and 
laws.

It is a common notion that the re- 


wards from speculation are greater 
than the rewards from investment. 
Vhat proof is there that this i« 
true? Are dividend returns greater 
than interest returns? 
If you will 


take snrh an established branch of 
«nr ifldn.itry »i railroads, for ex- 
ample, you will find that bond in- 
terest is between two and a half and 
three times as great as stock divi- 
dends., yet the capital involved in 
bonds is only slightly greater than 
that in slocks.

The result of snch un- 


warranted speculation is frequently 
the total loss of capital. 


Who can afford to speculate? No one 


should speculate wh» cannot afford 
to lose. A man who must depend 
upon the income fr*m his labor for 
the support of his family has abso- 
lutely no bafsnes* to a«*nme the 
risks of speculation. While the in- 
veitmrnt mill jrrinds slowly, ii 
grinds exceedingly gnre. 
In the 


end, the returns from investment of 
one's t*rn] capital in bonds seleetr/! 
in co-operation with an established 
and reliable investment house will 
prove by far the «n*te profitable. 


versus Speculation 


There is. however, another side to be 


considered and that i» the social 
side. Speculation is a higher order 
of activity than gambling because 
gambling is seeking to arqnire tlint; 
which has not been earned and docs 
not create new wealth. The risK. of 
speculation is the risk of business | 
success or failure and business suc- 
cess presumes the creation of new 
wealth. 
Likewise investment may 


be said to be a higher order of ( 
activity than speculation because 
chance is _eliminntcd as nearly as 
possible and nil operations arc con- 
ducted in accordance with natural 
laws. There is less loss and watte, 
hence investment more surely and 
permanently creates new wealth.

Mexico Offers Aid 


to Farm Settlers 


MEXICO CITY, April -4.—In or- 


der to encourage the colonization of 
desirable farmers in Mexico the gov- 
ernment has decided *o grant sub- 
sidies to foreigners -who wish to come 
here and cultivate land. Free trans- 
portation, it is announced, will be 
provided from the frontier to the 
place where the settlers locate and 
a reduction of 50 per cent will be 
Riven for bag-grage. household effects 
and machinery. Customs duties will 
be waived. 
Each colonist will be 


given subsidy of one peso a day for 
the first fifteen days, to be repaid to 
the government later. 
A subsidy of 


thirty pesas a month for six months 
will be granted to each ot the first 
fifty families settling in one colony, 
this money to be returned within 
three years.
